Sanskrit drama is like a city with many highways and 
byways. By and large, scholars and literary critics have 
ignored the byways like bhaya and prahasana in their fancy 
for the highways of nasaka and prakarana, Historians have 
wondered why, after the initial upsurge of bhanas published 
as Caturbhani, there is almost a blank for several centuries 
and why, once again, there is a sudden spurt of a plethora 
of stylized bhanas in the sophisticated writers of the South 
after the 17th century. For an answer to these and related 
literary problems, one should turn only to experts like 
Dr. S.S. Janaki who has a life-time's devoted scholarship to 
her credit and whose authority is unmatched in this area of 


study. 


Indeed, I find myself quite unequal to the task of 
writing a ‘foreword’ to my friend's excellent edition of 
Vatsaràja's Karpüracarita — complete with a learned and 
literary Introduction, a very racy and readable English 
translation and scholarly footnotes — because I see nothing 
to supplement her observations. Yet, if I agreed to write 
this, it is only in deference to her courteous desire. 


As ably highlighted by Dr. Janaki, this bhana ог 
dramatic “monolgue” by Vatsaraja is of many-sided interest. 
It is like an oasis in the arid desert that spans about ten 
centuries in the history of this genre. It is a light comedy, 
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short in compass, not so loose in structure and finds room 
for a few Prakrit stanzas even in the framework of a 
monologue which admits of only one actor-narrator who 
has to report actions and feelings of all characters by the 
dramatic device of ‘addressing the sky’ (akasa-bhasita) or 
talking to others imagined to be present, though invisible 
to the audience. И is a sophisticated world of dramatic 
convention, centred in the saloon of a hetaira ; and the hero 
is an adventurer, a gambler and an aesthete alive to the 
charm of women and the arts. He has scant respect for 
conventional morality and his behaviour provides a comic 
and satirical contrast to heroes in serious drama. More 
than all, its simple and scintillating conversational style 
gives it an edge over the studied bombast of some conven. 
tional máfakas. The spirit it breathes and the atmosphere it 
weaves is that of a prakarana like the Mrcchakatika. The 
‘vita’ of this bhāņa is not just a rake and a rogue; he is 
also an aesthete, genteelin his manners. 


The entire piece may be deemed an extravaganza, 
meant to offer popular entertainment. The rules of 
dramaturgy have little binding on this literary form; and 
it is interesting to note how the observation of Bharata that 
ten ‘lasyangas’ or dance-themes for heroines in Jove (like 
*geya-pada' or love-song) might be profitably utilized by all 
dramatic forms like Блата was mistaken by later classical 
theorists as a rule governing bhdnas alone. Modern 
scholars too have been confused by this anomaly; and 
Dr. Janaki has illuminatingly shown how, in conformity 
with this late mistaken rule, Vatsaraja has attempted to 
provide four /asyangas in this play though, in the nature of 
things, all talk of a courtesans’s love in terms of a sublime 
fantasy is but a four de forcc. 
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This scholarly edition о? a short classic deserves the 
attention of all students of Indian culture, as it holds a 
mirror primarily to the secular aspects of ancient Indian 
city-life, with al] its snares and pitfalls. It illustrates the 
truth of Susanne Langer’s remark that “агі is the objectifi- 
cation of feeling and subjectification of nature". The 
monologue as a dramatic form is a fine flower of Indian 
genius and may be deemed as India's contribution to World 
Drama.

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PREFACE 


During Jan. 1969 10 July 1971 I was working as a 
Boden Fellow at the University of Oxford for my D. Phil. 
dissertation on a “Critical Study of the Caturbhagi." 
Students of Sanskrit literature know that the Caturbhani 
contains four earliest specimens of bhara, namely-Sudraka’s 
Padmaprabhytaka, Vararuci’s Ubhayabhisarika, ]ávaradatta's 
Dhürtavitasamváda and Syimilaka’s Padataditaka. Вһаџа 
as a genre in theory and practice, is unique in its content, 
format and presentation by a single person. Its history 
too is interesting. After the Gupta period in which the 
Caturbhani are generally known to have been written, there 
was a gap of a few centuries. In the medieval period there he 
was a spurt of bhanas, especially in South India, and this 
has continued till the present times. I was therefore 
interested in collecting materials about bhaya’s characteris- 
tics as available in the dramaturgical treatises from Bharata's 
Natyasastra, and also about all the bhinas available in 
print and manuscripts. This information was quite vast 
and interesting and іп the course of its critical study I 
found, amongst other things, that in the post-Caturbhani 
period there were Vatsaraja’s Karpüracarita from West 
India (1246-1346 centuries), Sriramajanma of Taracarana 
Tarkaratna, a Bengali author who stayed as Kasi (20th 
cent. beginning) and Kandarpadarpavilasa of the Andhra 
writer Bellamkonda Rama Raya (20th cent. beginning). In 
my Doctoral dissertation to the Oxford University, I 
presented just the English translation of Karpüracarita; and 
the highlights of the other two, although I found that all 
the three required special analytical studies. 


During 1988-89 the Kuppuswami Sastri Research 
Institute decided to publish a couple of monographs. «Тһе 
Concept of the Beautiful in Sanskrit Literature" Бу 
Dr. V. Raghavan was brought out in December 1988 under 
this scheme. The second is the present work, I have 
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given here the text of Karpüracarita in Devanagari on the 
left side and English translation on the Tight, with textual 
variants and notes wherever necessary. The text presented 
here is based on its G.O.S. edn. A close study has enabled 
me to effect a few changes in the text and in the Sanskrit 
Chaya for the Prakrt portions. Considering the importance 
of the Karpüracarita in the history of bhdna-literature and 
to add to the usefulness of the text, I have provided a 
critical study of the text asa unique specimen of bhana 
and of its literary aspects. One of the unique features of 
K.C. is the profuse usage of Prakrt in it. These Prakrt 
dassages are printed in smaller type in the present edition. 


Prof. K. Krishnamoorthy, the versatile senior Sanskrit 
scholar, is reputed for his varied Alamkara Studies, and 
is now engaged in revising the text of Bharata’s Natyasastra 
with Abhinavabharati in four volumes through the Gaek- 
wad's Oriental Series, Baroda. I cannot adequately thank 
him for spontaneously agreeing to write the Foreword. 


The academic staff of the Institute - Dr. V. Kameswari, 
Mr. K.S. Balasubramanian and Mr. T.V. Vasudeva,-have 


assisted me in the proof-reading and preparation of 
Index. 


Ms. Martha Selby and Мг. S. $. Rangan, Post- 
graduate research scholars at the Institute, have offered 
useful suggestions in improving the translation in some 
places and I am thankful to them for the same.

THE AUTHOR 


Vatsarāja is well known! as a minister of the Chalu- 
kyan ruler Paramardideva (1163-1203 A.D.) of Kālañjara 
and his son and successor, Trailokyavarmadeva (1212 - 41 
A.D.) Ofthe six plays published in the '**Rüpakasatka" 
(Gaekwad's Oriental Series 8) the Kiratarjuniya is said to - 
have been represented on the stage under the orders of 
Trailokyavarmadeva and the other five, at the behest of 


Paramardideva. 


Vatsaraja has.made substantial contribution to the 
minor forms of Sanskrit drama (гараКа or dráya) by com- 
posing a play illustrating each of them. They are- 
Karpüracarita (01819), Kiratarjuniya (vyayoga), Tripura- 
daha (dima), Rukminiparinaya? (ihamrga), Samudra-

Of his six plays, the bhana and prahasana are said to 
have been staged at the yatra or festival of Lord Nīla- 
kantha, and the ihamrga, at that of Lord Cakrasvamin at 
Kalaiijara. 


BHANA, A PLAY-FORM 


Of the play-forms (Rüpaka) Bhàna is unique in being 
performed by a single actor, the Vita. The theme in Bhana 
is short ; it is descriptive of the activities during a dày of 
persons involved in gaity, love, sports, gambling etc. It is 
a satire on the hypocritical behaviour of those in the higher 
strata of society, as also a criticism of those who spend 
their time in activities of love, gambling and desparate 
ways of living. The solo actor of the play, the Vita, a 
chief man of the town, who knows in detail all the persons 
dwelling there, is most suited to introduce the various 
characters and criticise them in diverse ways. Тһе other 
characters occurring in the theme are supposed to exist off- 
stage ; with all of them the Vita carries his conversation 
through the Natya-dharmi technique of Akasabhasita or 
imaginary conversation. The Akagabhasita is defined® as—

The Bhapa is thus unique among Sanskrit drama-types 
in its theme, content and representation. Bharata has 
described Bhina in the Da$a-rüpaka chapter (XIX in 
G.O.S. ed.) of Natyagastra and more than 100 specimens 
of Bhana are available in print and manuscript. 


The best as well as the earliest specimens of Bhanas are 
available in the collection Caturbhani? (generally assigned 
to the Gupta period) containing four unique bhapas- 
Südraka's Padmaprabhrtaka, Vararuci's Ubhayabhisarika, 
isvaradatta's Dhirtavita-samvada and Syamilaka’s Padata- 
ditaka. Their language is sharp, witty and satirical, and 
the characters are deftly drawn and individualised. 


No bhana is known to have been composed for a few 
centuries after the Caturbhani. In the medieval period 
some bhanas by well known South Indian authors like 
Vamana Bhatta Bana and Varadacarya alias Ghatikasatam 
Ammil are known. But from late 17th to 20th centuries 
the bhana-type caught the fancy of many authors from 
different parts of South India, so that it seems to have been 
monopolised in this part of the country. More than 100 
bhana-specimens are available in print and in manuscripts. 
Writers of history of Sanskrit dramatic literature like

On a critical analysis of the hitherto available forty 
printed bhànas, the present writer has however noted, that 
three of them work generally on the pattern sketched by 
the theorists of dramaturgy, but yet reveal some distinct 
characteristics of their own. They are chronologically- 
Vatsaraja's Karpüracarita from West India in the 12th- 
13th centuries ; Sriramajanma (end of 19th and beginning 
of 20th century) by Тагасагапа Tarkaratna, a Bengali 
author describing the 12-day festivities in connection with 
the birth of a child Ràma to the author's patron Prabhu- 
пагауара Simha at Benares; and Kandarpadarpavilàása 
(19th-20th centuries) of Bellamkonda Rama Вауа from 
Andhra, embodying the yearnings of a devotee of Krsna 
and his meeting the Lord's diverse forms with their 
respective consorts.

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affinities to the Caturbhani than to the later bhāņas”. 
It will be seen however that K. C. stands alone among the 
bhànas for more than one reason— 


1. It is the earliest bhàpa in the post-Caturbhani period. 


2. Amongst the 100 or more bhanas hiterto available in 
print and manuscripts only two are from’ West-India— 
K. C. written in the 13th century and paficiyudha- 
prapafica (Bombay, 1864) of Trivikrama composed in 
1805 A.D. 


3. Standing chronologically between the Caturbhani and 
the latter ones K.C. is unique in plot, its construction 
and in technical details. 


CRITICAL ANALYSIS OF K.C. 


THEME: As faras the subject-matter is concerned the 
trend of the story in this shortest (in 34 verses) available 
printed bhana-specimen could be made out only with some 
difficulty. In short, the story is that of a vita, Karpüraka 
who has lost all his money in gambling and is passionately 
in love with the courtesan Vilasavati. After performing 
some fraudulent deeds he becomes in the end rich and 
secures the hand of Vilasavati too. 

In the Prologue (Prastavana) of the play the main 
theme is indirectly mentioned in a metaphorical way by 
the description of the knavish sun (Karpüraka) approaching 
the sky (courtesan), after dispelling the moon (Mafijiraka) 
of dim splendour and setting at naught the night (bawd 
Kalavati) (verse 4).

The details. of his roguish activities as recounted in the 
body of the bhàna are as follows : 


1. 


Karpüraka impersonates Nipunaka, goes as a messen- 
ger to Мапјігака, an influential Vita of the town, who 
is in love with Vilasavati, the beloved of Karpüraka. 
The latter receives Majijiraka’s ring as a gift by 
telling him a lie that Vilasavati loves truly Mafjiraka 
only and not Karpüraka (vv. 15 to 22). 


Posing as another Nipunaka, the long-lost younger 
brother of Caturaka, who is the servant of an influen- 
tial, rich gambler Haradatta, Karpüraka meets Catu- 
raka and gives him counterfeit coins. Caturaka 
pays the counterfeit money to an innkeeper, drinks 
wine heartily there. When he is in a drunken condi- 
tion, the sober Nipunaka carries away the necklace 
and other valuable possessions of Haradatta which 
were then in the possession of Caturaka. (vv. 27 to 30). 


With the necklace of Hiradatta, he goes to the latter’s 
beloved Candrasenà as the messenger of Háradatta. 
Giving a false message to Candrasena that 
Haradatta had won large amounts of money in gambl- 
ing that day, gains an easy access into her house. At 
dead of night when the servants were under the spell 
of wine, he steals the valuable belongings of Candra- 
sena including a precious China-Silk dress that 
Candanaka, another lover of Candraseni, gave her 
(v. 23 ; 23/24 ; 31/32). 


With the ring of Maiüjiraka (referred to іп | above) 
and Candrasena’s belongings, Karpüraka goes to the 
house of Manjiraka, steals the latter’s possessions and 
keeps Candrasena's things there instead (23/24). . 
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The achievements of Karpüraka are— 


a. 


МаййгаКа, his worst enemy, is arrested with the 
charge of having stolen Candrasena’s belongings 
(22/23). 


Haradatta too, another influential rogue of the city, is 
imprisoned and exiled with the charge of the counter- 
feit money in his possession, which was paid to the 
innkeeper by his servant Caturaka (31/32; 32/33). 


Due to a misunderstanding between Vilasavati and her 
mother Kalavati, the latter leaves the place (32/33). 
So Karpüraka secures the hand of Vilàsavati and is 
rid of the bawd Kalavati as well as the other rich, 
influential rogues in the city. He also becomes rich 
(v. 33). 


Though the activities of Karpüraka are given above in 


due order and sequence, from the textual references given 
within brackets for each of these activities, it would be 
clear that the text does not give them in due order. Also 
from the textual references of Karpüraka's achievements, 
it could be made out that they are also scattered at 
different places in the text. Actually the trend followed 
in the work is as follows : 


(i) In an &kagabhasana with Candanaka, Karpuraka des- 


cribes the beauty of Vilásavati, their mutual love, 
and the past interesting love-anecdotes between them 
(vv. 9-14). At the end of this narration Candanaka 
laughs and makes fun of Karpüraka by saying that if 
the love between Karpüraka and Vilasavati had beeu 
so strong and deep, he could not understand as to 
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|| why the former should go on an errand to his rival 
[| Маййтака (14/15). 


|| (ii) Then Karpüraka narrates his taking a pretentious 
|| message to Майјігака that Vilasavati is deeply in love 

with Mafijiraka only and his getting a ring from the | 
| latter (vv. 16-21). After narrating this, Karpüraka | 
says— “Friend Candanaka, listen, listen. If the |

|| wretched Mafjiraka has stolen the belongings of the

China-silk ? How is he going to retaliate now that 
he is imprisoned by the royal officers? Manijiraka’s | 
wealth too has been robbed by someone who fraudu- 
lently received his ring". To this Candanaka replies : | 
«Do you mean that you stole the China-silk of the \ 


courtesan Candrasenà and gave it to Manjiraka as a | 

stolen gift ?'* (22/23). | 
k In the above speeches of Karpüraka and Candanaka 
two incidents are mentioned, namely, the stealing by 
Karpüraka of Candrasena's things and the former, trans 


ferring them on to Marijiraka, for which offence the latter 
is punished. The first incident is told by Karpüraka 
immediately after the above query of Candanaka. However 
this narration of Karpüraka (22/23 to 23/24) starts at the 
point of the latter going to Candrasena with the necklace 
of Haradatta.

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It is clear therefore that the incidents described in 
K.C. are interconnected and each of them is necessary for 
the main action of the play. It is a short thriller, whose 
story moves backwards and forwards and the author is to 
be complimented on executing such a plot Successfully 
within the frame-work of a bhana. 


Characters : 

The only actor appearing on the stage is the knave 
Karpüraka, a gambler involved in amorous activities and 
a stranger to the place. 


As is the characteristic of a bhana he talks imaginarliy 
Such characters are only two, Candanaka and Virodhaka, 
with others his close friends. It may be noted that 
Karpiraka’s talk with Candanaka covers a major part of 
the bhana. 


In the course of these imaginary speeches, the other 
characters intimately conncted with the theme are made 
known. They are— 
Women — Vilasavati, a courtesan in love with, and loved 

by Karpüraka 
Kalavati, the aged mother of Vilasavati 


Candrasena, a courtesan loved by Candanaka, 
but in love with Haradatta. 


Mayavati, Candrasena’s mother. 


Men — Майјігака, Karpüraka's rival 
Haradatta, lover of Candrasena, and a rival of 
Candanaka, 
Caturaka, Haradatta’s servant. 
Nipunaka, Caturaka's younger brother. 


Deity — Mapibhadra, a Yaksa worshipped by the

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TECHNICALITIES IN K.C. AS A BHANA 


I. Prastavana 


The contents of the Prastavana in К.С. are— 
1. Two Nandi verses invoking the blessings of lord Siva, 


2. Then the Sitradhara enters. He mentions the occasion 
of staging the bhana, its name and author. (This is 
technically called Prarocana). 


3. Description of morning (verses 3, 4). 


4. After verse 4 the Siitradhara has an imaginary inters 
locutor, namely, his own assistant (marsa) who speaks 
in Prakrt. 


5. The second imaginary speech about the dhürtas' move- 
ments during night, induces an angry reply from 
Karpüraka in verse 6 from behind the curtains. 


6. Through this indignant reply the Sttradhara inducts 


the Vita. 


From the above highlights of the Prastavana it can be 
seen that it is in both Sanskrit and Prakrt, and that the 
single person of Satradhara conducts only ал imaginary 
conversation off-stage (akagabhasana) with his assistant 
who does not appear on the stage. 


It is noteworthy that Bharata deals with the Prasta- 
vana in his Natyagastra (G.O.S. ed. chap. V) as common 
to all stage-performances, whether it is a play-form or 
otherwise. And of the rüpaka-varieties the bhana stands 
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out uniquely as a one-man show with the consequent 
necessity of the introduction of the device Akasabhásana 
for projecting the imaginary characters off-stage. A 
question that naturally arises in this connection is - how 
should the Prastavana or prologue be of such a one-man 
performance ? Does the Sütradhàra recite the invocatory 
stanza, induct the single Vita, with or without Akaga- 
bhàsana ? Or as in other dramas, does the Sütradhàra 
introduce the Vita in the course of a dialogue with others 
like his wife (nati) and assistant (marisa) ? 


Unfortunately the Natyasastra of Bharata or later 
works on the subject do not deal with this question. So 
the necessity arises to find out the answer from the avai- 
lable specimens of Bhàna. In my Doctoral dissertation 
already mentioned I have made a detailed analysis of the 
form and content of the Prastavanas of the 35 printed 
bhanas. Suffice to point out here that the Sthápana (or 
Prastavana) in the earliest bhapas in the Caturbhani are 
short and in Sanskrit and in three of them the Sitradhara 
alone appears on the stage. К.С. is therefore the earliest 
bhana in which the Prastávanà is (a) written in Sanskrit 
and Prakrt, and where (b) the Sütradhara conducts an 
imaginary conversation with his assistant through the 
technique of Akagabhasana. In fact it is the only available 
printed bhana where both the above features are found. 
A few of the later bhánas carry only one of the above two 
aspects. For example, the Sütradhára conducts imaginary 
conversation in the Vasantatilaka!? Bhana of Varadacarya 
alias Ghatikaéatam Ammal from Kafci, in the 15th cent.

II Bharatayakya 

Towards the close of K.C. Karpüraka describes his 


achieving success in different ways through the grace of 
lord Manibhadra.

Immediately thereafter the lord appears through Karpü- 
raka's Akagabhasana and says that he has been much 
pleased with the Vita’s devotion to himself and asks what 
more needs to be done for him. (तत्किं ते भूयः प्रियमुपकरोमि ?) 
Karpüraka offers to Manibhadra his repeated salutations 
and says that all his desires are fulfilled (v. 33). He then 
adds the line तदापीदमस्तु following it up with a verse in 
which he expresses his desire that people in the world may 
always be delighted and be deeply devoted to Lord Siva. 


This is the usual way of completion in all Sanskrit 
dramas from Bhàsa to post-medieval times. The concluding

the last term technically referring to the concluding 
benedictory verse. This term is of unknown origin and 
etymology and is used only in dramas and not in 
dramaturgical treatises. However it is the general belief 
that Bharatavakya is so called in honour of Bharata, the 
founder of Sanskrit dramaturgy, and that this final benedic- 
tory verse isthe statement of a ‘bharata’ or actor not as 
playing the role of any character ina play. According to 
Bharata however, the last two Sandhyangas pertaining to 
the fifth and last Sandhi called Nirvahana (denouement or 
conclusion) are Kavyasarhhira and Pragasti. Conferring 
a boon and its receipt are called Kavyasambara and a wish 
expressing peace for the king and the country is ‘Praśasti’. 
(Nityasastra XIX. 103-4, G.O.S. ed.)

Of these Kávyasamhára would correspond to the 
sentiments expressed by the higher divinities or persons 
through the statement ‘kim te bhüyah priyam karomi?’, and 
Pragasti to the final benedictory verse following ‘tathapi 
idam astu’. 

An analysis of the final portions of the Caturbha pi 
shows that the twin principles of Каууаѕатһага and 


Pragasti were not strictly followed in the four bhagas in 
this collection. Their details are as follows :-

First half of the verse says 
that Devilaka will be agree- 
able to Sunanda’s wishes;

First half 
of the verse describes the 
happy re-union of the Vita 
Kuberadatta ‘with his belo- 
ved.

The chief Vita expresses his 
wishes regarding the well- 
being and cheer of Vitas, 
courtesans, -bawds and gam- 
blers. 


It is seen from the above that in all the above four 
cases the final verse is uttered by the chief Vita himself and 
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not by any divine or semi-divine agency. This final verse in 
ihe earlist bhana-collection of Caturbhani, called Bharata- 
vakya only in the Ubhayabhisarika, lays stress on the happy 
love-life between a specific couple in whom the chief Vita 
is interested. It is not, asin the plays of Kalidasa and 
other later writers, in the form ofa boon or general 
benediction conferred by a higher authority. Two bhāņas 
in the Caturbhini namely, the Dhürtavitasamva&da and 
Ubhayabhisarika, club such a general benediction in the 
second half of the final verse, as seen below: —

It is therefore seen that among the available Bhana- 
specimens the K.C. is the earliest, in which the two techni- 
calities to be had at the conclusion of the play according 
to Bharata, namely the Kavyasarhhara and Ргаќаѕіі, are 
available in the pronounceménts of Manibhadra, the lord 
of the Yaksas, to the Vita Karpura. Almost all the later 


bhanas, in print and mss., follow the К.С. in their conclu- 
ding portion, 
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Ш. Vastu or Plot 


The main theme in K.C , asseen above, is the wreaking » 
of the vengeance of the poor, knavish, foreigner Karpüraka 
on the rich and artistic Manjiraka. The other highlighting | 
incidents are Karpüraka's deep love for Vilásavati and 
getting rid of the latter's mother Kalavati. It is note- 
worthy that the other incidents narrated and depicted, 
namely, of Karpüraka going as a messenger of Vilasavati to 
Mafijiraka and of Haradatta to Candrasenà, his impersona- 
ting Nipunaka - are all intimately connected with the main | 
theme. Due to this peculiar nature of the plot there is no | 
extraneous incident that is not connected with the main | 
action, nor is there criticism of men and matters, or of the 1 
erotic exuberances of courtesans and sensualists, not 
associated with the main theme. | 


But this is not so in the Caturbháni and a majority of 
later bhai,as. It is to be noted in this connection that 
according to Bharata's Natyasastra (G.O.S. ed. XIX. 47) 
the Bhana should have only two sandhis, namely Mukha 
and Nirvahana, as it is а play-form ina small conspectus- 
like the Prahasana and Vithi.

Bharata refers to the five sandhis — Mukha, Prati- 
mukha, Garbha, VimarSa and Nirvahaņa — in connection 
with the regular systematic development of the plot of the 
play. The name Sandhi or ‘juncture’ is significant as each 
of these five is the mix-up of the five Arthaprakrtis and 
five Avasthas. In short, in non-technical parlance, any 
action or event,has to pass through the five stages of a

bepinning, some progress, an obstacle, the resulting con- 
flict, deliberation and the final accomplishment. From the 
view-point of the structure and build-up of the plot, 
Nataka and Prakarana, stand apart with all the five 
Sandhis, along with the other structural parts like the 
Запапуайраз and Vrttyangas introduced by the dramatist 
with due consideration to necessity and propriety. Owing to 
the simplicity and straightforward nature of the theme, the 
Вһара along with Prahasana, Anka and Vithi, shall have 
just the beginning and final execution of an incident that 
forms its subject matter. The Abhinavabharati (Vol. И. 
G.O.S. ed. p. 451, lines 11-13) too reiterates this idea and 
says that the bhana’s theme is simple and lacks variety.

According to all dramaturgical treatises from the Natya- 
$4stra, the incidents described in the Bhapa are common- 
place occurrences and diverse roguish activities, mostly 


centering round the Vita. 


Generally in all the bhāņas the above prescription 
about the theme is strictly followed. At the beginning of 
the bhana, the Vita comes out in the early morning, refers 
to a simple theme, like the expected (or problematic) union 
of himself or his friend with a lady-love; such a thing 
invariably happens or about to happen, towards the close 
of the day. In the course of the day the Vita walks along 
and meets a number of persons, mostly women, and 
carries out jovial talks with them. However these varied 
dialogues are not related mutually or with the main 
theme. 
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Asa contrast to this general pattern the Vita in the 
K.C., Karpüraka, carries his off-stage conversations with 
only two, both of them male, namely, Candanaka and 
Virodhaka. Of these two, Candanaka who occupies a 
major part of the narration (verses 8-30 and 33-4), is 
intimately connected with the plot as a friend of Karpüraka 
and a lover disappointed with and impoverished by 
Candrasena. So also is Virodhaka, the second interlocutor, 


IV. Vita’s Narration 


As defined by Bharata (Natyagastra XVIII. 108. 
G.O.S. ed.) a bhàna could either be the narration by the 
Vita of his own experiences or specific personal descriptions 
and activities of others.

K.Cvis the hitherto available single specimen of atmanu- 
bhütasamsana; these experiences of Karpüraka, sharp 
and quick, are effectively portrayed in and through the 
entire play as the major theme. 


V. Time-duration of incidents 


In К.С. the action starts in the cool early houts of 
morning. For, in the Prastavana the Sitradhara remarks 
that the dawn is setting and it is the best time for histri- 
onic activities—

At this part of the day too Cupid is not allowed to take 
rest on account ef the jingling noises of women moving 
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about here and there (verse 3). And verse 4 describes the 
sun just rising and dimming the splendour of the moon. 


While the time of the start of the action in K.C. is 
clear as early morning, as in almost all the bhanas, the 
conclusion-time is not clear. However the various incidents 
narrated in К.С. are said to have occurred in the course of 
two or three days. For, the Vita Karpüraka tells Canda- 
naka towards the close of the play (32/33) that his wishes 
were accomplished in two or three days on account of the 
blessings of Jord Manibhadra.

It should be noted that this is пої 50:01 the bhápa as 
defined in the dramaturgical texts and' also in the actual 
specimens available in print and mss. According to 
Bharata's NatyaSastra (XVIII. 110. G.O.S ed.) the activities 
recounted in a bhana should be in a single act.

Unfortunately Bharata is silent about the duration of the 
incidents ina bhana. Itis noteworthy that amongst the 
post-Bharata writers only Ramacandra and Gunacandra 
from Gujarat in the 12th century A.D. mention specifically 
in their Natyadarpana (G.O.S ed. 1929. Vol. 1 p 127 that 
the Bhana is їо be in one act and should describe a day's 


occurrences only —

The Caturbhini and all the later bhanas strictly 
follow this prescription of narrating a day’s events only. 
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They all describe the entry of the Vita in the early hours 
of the morning, regretting his or his friend's separation from 
the beloved, or reminiscing the sweet enjoyment on the 
previous night. After the narration of the Vita's meeting 
some friends of his, the afternoon is described in a con- | 
ventional manner; similar things happen in the afternoon 
too, and with the night-fall the bhàgas come to an end, 


VI. Lisyangas in К.С, 


It may be useful in the first instance to know some- 
thing about the Lasyangas and their association with 
Врага. Now Lésya is well known as the delicate feminine 
dance as opposcd to the virulent masculine Tandava. At the 
time of Bharata, Lasya and Tandava were the solo items, 
while the Natya or Rüpaka (the Sanskrit drama tradition) 
represented a group participation. What are the Lasyangas? 
Bharata enumerates and defines ten (or eleven) làsyangas | 
(Natyasastra IXX. 1 9, G.O.S. ed.) |

At this point it is not necessary to go into the 
characteristics and highlights of the Lasyangas except to 
note that before enumerating them, Bharata states that 
(1) they are performed by a single person (ekaharya) like 
Bhana, (2) their themes are innovative and (3) they are 
used in Natakas too.

Accordingly the practical use of the Lasyángas is said 
to be in the Pürvaranga of plays, especially, those which 
are technically called ‘Sukumira’. The latter consist of 
many emotional situations rich in Kaisiki Vrtti, female 
characters, songs, dances, Srngara rasa etc. 


A thing to be noted in this connection isthat Bharata 
refers to many structural concepts embodying varying 
situations, ideas, etc. like Sandhyangas, ГаКзараз, Vrttis 
and Vrttyangas, each one of them, serving some purpose 
in developing the theme and emotional content of a play. 
As rightly pointed out by Dr. Raghavan!^ the Lasyangas 
too, like the Sandhyangas, can pertain to all drama-types 
including Bhāņa. Besides, Bhana and the Lasyangas are 
similar as both of them are performed by a single person 
(ekaharya). 


While this relationship of Bhana and the Lasy4ngas is 
clear enough and straight-forward, the Dasaripaka of 
Dhanafjaya creates some confusion. For, while defining

The commentary Avaloka on Dagaripaka unfortunately 
does not explain or illustrate the Làsyangas; nor is there 
any clarification about the mode of prevalence of Lasyangas | 
in the Bhana. Later Alarhkara writers like Simhabhüpala | 
(Rasarnavasudhakara, Ш. 232-46) repeat verbatim this | 
information from РабагараКа. In fact all the dramaturgi- 
cal writers, including Dr. S.K.De!? and Dr. Sten Konow!8 
of the present century, take it definitively that Bhàna is 
the only type of Sanskrit Drama that has the ten Lasy. ngas. 
This has naturally led to further wrong notion about the 
origin of Sanskrit Drama. For, De (Jbid.) says - **Bharata 
lays down the technical requirements that in a bhina the 
elements ofthe Lasya (a kind of dance) are specially 
appropriate”. According to Sten Konow, “the requirement 
regarding- Lasya probably emphasises its (that is, Sanskrit 
Drama’s) popular origin and development from a primitive 
mimetic performance but little trace of it remains in the 
extant Bhanas, and it may be taken as a survival in theory 
of what was probably once its peculiar feature in 
ргасисе”.18 


Dr. Raghavan has highlighted the above problems 
and misinterpretations in his article on “the Вһара and the

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Lasyangas as a special feature of Bhana, has arisen due to 
a wrong understanding of Bharata's text concerning the 
Lasyangas, that the Lasyangas are really like Bhana in being 
ekaharya (done by one person on the stage) and that they, 
like in the play-form®® Bhana too, can occur as narrative 
descriptions. 


This is the background information about the possi- 
bility of Lasyangas being a characteristic feature of a bhana 
as available in dramaturgical texts from Dhananjaya’s 
Daśarūpaka. In the course of my critical study of about 
forty printed bhapas and an equal number of those in 
manuscripts, I was rather surprised to find that all the 
authors of the above specimens except Vatsaraja, have not 
at all considered introducing at least a few Lasyangas in 
the structure of the bhana in the narrative mode. Vatsaraja 
therefore deserves not only special consideration in this 
respect, but is also to be complimented for introducing 
four Lasyangas in the course of the Vita Каграгака remi- 
niscing his past experiences with his lady love Vil&savati, 
and recounting them to the interlocuter Candanaka. The 
four Lasyangas introduced thus are Sthitapsthya, Geyapada, 
Puspagandhikà (-gandika) and Pracchedaka. Their con- 
texts are as follows— 


1. Once when Karpüraka (у. 10) was separated from Vilasa- 
vati due to a love-quarrel and resorted to the well - guarded 
terrace of the palace, she, being rendered sleepless, 
addresses Sleep thus in a Prákrt gatha— .

In this verse Vilasavati says that Karpüraka cannot 
be successfully brought to her side by any other messenger 
except sleep, which alone could bring him to her at least 
in dream. This illustrates the second Lasyànga ‘Sthita- 
pathya’ defined by Bharata (Natyasastra XIX. 123. С.О S. 
ed.) asa verse in Prakrt recited by a separated lady under 
an exceedingly emotional state.

This type of emotional delineation illustrates the 
fourth Lasyanga of Pugpagandika (ог Puspagandhika) in 
which ladies sing a song composed in varied metres 
enriched by orchestral accompaniment, and also communi- 
cate the song’s ideas as related to a lover (or lovers) through 
gestures (Natyasastra. Ibid., v. 127). In this lasyanga а 
lady can also be dressed up as a man and recite smoothly 
a Sanskrit verse and thereby create an enjoyable situation.

Such situations as these, in which the separated 
beloved women smitten with love on account of moon- 
shine and other incidents (Uddipana-vibhava) cling 
affectionately to their lovers inspite of their duplicit 
behaviour, are technically called ‘Pracchedaka’ and consi- | 
dered as the fifth Lasyanga®! (Nàtya$atra, Ibid. у. 129). |

VII. USE OF PRAKRT 


As seen above (pp: x-xi) Vatsaraja uses Prakrt and 
Sanskrit in the Prastavana of K.C., in the context of the 
Sütradhàra introducing the play and also his off-stage talk 
with his assistant. Besides, in the scene proper, there is a 
profuse usage of Prakrt. In fact almost one third of the 
text is in Prakrt. A close study of the bhana also shows 
that Vatsaraja has followed some principles in assigning 
prakrt to his characters. For, the following are the 
details of characters and the language spoken by them— 


1. Karpüraka, as the chief Vita and the single person 
carrying the show, speaks only in Sanskrit But when he 
impersonates—

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i) his own beloved Vilasavati and her love-laden 
emotional situations, 


ii) the servant of Haradatta in conveying a message 
to Maijiraka, and 


iii) Nipunaka, the younger brother of Caturaka,— 
he talks in Prakrt. 


2. Майјігака, another Vita, and the УаКза Mani- 
bhadra use Sanskrit only. 


3. The two interlocutors Candanaka and Virodhaka 
use only Prakrt. 

4. Two others using Prakrt are Mayavati and Catu- 
raka. The former is a bawd whose daughter is the cour- 
tesan Candrasena, and the latter, a servant of the Vita 
Haradatta. 


It would appear therefore that as in other Sanskrit 
dramas in K.C. too, ladies and low characters use Prákrt. 
The persons conversing in Sanskrit are the chief Vitas and 
the deity Manibhadra. According to Bharata and other 
dramaturgical writers Vita is considered a low character 
and hence eligible to speak Prakrt only. However the Vita 
is crucial in a bhana as the prevailing single character, 
who presents imaginarily through off-stage speeches all the 
other participants. The latter are mostly from the rank and 
flle of Vitas, courtesans and attendants; occasionaly one 
finds others too like ascetics, mendicants and brahmins. 


Now, an interesting question arises — does the single 
characters of Vita in a bhana present the other imaginary 
characters only in Sanskrit? Or, does he use Prakrt also, 
and if so, what will be such contexts like ? 
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Unfortunately the theoretical texts are not explicit on 
this important point. However, the very recognition of 
Bhàna as one of the ten rüpakas or Drama-types would 
presuppose that its language should be in Sanskrit, with 
the use of Prakrts wherever necessary. This basic principle | 
is nullified if the Vita as a low character is allowed to | 
speak Prākrt in the entire bhāņa. Hence it is that the | 
majority of bhāņas are predominantly in Sanskrit irrespec- | 
tive of the consideration of the Vita’s status. | 


It is noteworthy in this connection that in the earliest 
bhana-collection of Caturbhani, the Padataditaka of | 
Syamilaka alone uses Pràkrt in the context of a song (v. 62) | 
sung in the courtesan's quarters (vesavata), and four prose 
lines (67/68) as the speech of a servant. Amongst the thirty 
printed bhanas written during the 14th to 20th centuries five | 
use Prakrt and that too, only scantily. Of these, Vamana | 
Bhatta Bana’s Srngárabhüsana (Kavyamala 58) of the 13th | 
century, Ramabhadra Diksita's Srngaratilaka (Kavya- 
mala 44) of the 17th century and Ballala Ramacandra’s 
Sarasakavikulanandana (Mysore, 1894 in Kannada charac- Ч 
ters) of the beginning of the 20th century, use Prakrt in 
just one or two verses, and these are songs sung by some | 
ladies. The Anangajivana by Ramavarman (1858-1926) 
from Kerala, and Vitarajavijaya by an anonymous Kerala 
writer, have used a few prose lines in Prakrt and these | 
again form the speech of servants. 


Amongst the post-medieval bhapas the Mukundananda 
(Kavyamala 6) of Kasipati Kaviraja is the only bhana | 
in which Prakrt is used in about 12 verses and 60 prose — - 
lines (рр. 12-5, 17-9, 21, 23, 25, 33-4, 69 & 73) forming the 
speech of Kalakaptha (servant), Maralikà (garden-keeper), 
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and Lavangika (maid). These Prakrt passages do not 
form a large percentage of this long bhana in 260 verses 
and intervening prose passages. However the Prakrt 
portion in Mukundananda is quite considerable in view 
of the scant usage of Prakrt in the available printed and 
unprinted bhanas. М is to be noted that Kaéipati calls 
his МиКипдапапда a *'*miára" bhana. Bharata’s Natya- 
$istra and other dramaturgical treatises do not speak of 
the ‘migra’ category of Bhana; and amongst the available 
bhanas only the Mukundananda and the unprinted?? 
Srhgárarasodaya by the Andh a writer Rama Kavi are 
called migra bhanas by the authors themselves. From 
internal evidence in these two bhanas it is clear that one 
of the reasons for calling them ‘‘misra” is the poet's 
mixture and a free use of both Sanskrit and Prakrt.23 


It is seen from the above critical account of the bhanas 
from the viewpoint of the languege used in them, that the 
K.C. alone has used the Prakrt profusely and also with 
much discretion and effect, although it does not refer to 


itself as а mi$ra bhana. 


VIII. Dramatic Action 


Like any Sanskrit drama-type all the available bhanas 
including the K.C., refer in the Prastavani to their staging 
at a festival in a temple in the native place or the place 
of sojourn of the composer of the bhana. The question may 
arise if the bhanas were actually staged or not. But this

that there are evidences from the dramas themselves, their 
commentaries and other external evidences, that at some 
point of time the Sanskrit dramas were produced in India. 
Of the play-forms 818 08 is unique in teing performed by 
a single person, and as such it has affinities with as well as 
differences from the play-forms Rüpakas on the one hand, 
and the Uparüpakas or Nrtyaprabandhas on the other. 
It is also a highly significant art-form and affords scope for 
high histrionic skill within a limited frame-work. Among 
the available printed bhanas К.С. is easily the best in its 
presentational? aspect. In it Vatsaraja has presented well- 
planned situations within the small and limited framework 
of a bhana, and using only a few characters. 


In the scene proper the Vita Karpüraka enters in an 
angry mood after hearing the remarks by the Sütradhara's 
assistant about the fraudulent nature of rakes. Then 
Karpüraka tells his interlocutor Candanaka that te too 
will follow him to the gambling house (vv. 7-9). But 
when Candanaka feels curious 10 know zbout Karpüraka's 
love for Vilasavati, Karpüraka is too willing to do so ard

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in painting these pictures?® about Vilasavati as narrated 
by Karpüraka in a reminiscent mood, Vatsardja has indeed 
used his dramatic skill to the best possible advantage. 
First in this series of pictures, is of Vildsavati, sleepless 
due to a love-quarre] and addressing Sleep in a song that: 
she should pitilessly take hold of herself so that at least in 
a dream she will be able to see Karpüreka. At the end of 
this mood-depiction Candanaka asks Karpüraka whether 

he is holding a lute. ‘Yes, indeed’, says Кагршака, *with 

the help of this Jute only Vilasavati used to sing a sorg 

bearing the stamp of my name’. So saying Karptraka 

sings that song too (vv 10-:1). At the end of the lute-play 

Candanaka says: ‘Why do you close your eyes in deep 

thought and beat your chest ?' Karpüraka replies tearfully 

that he was then recollecting the occasion when Vitasavati 

played the game of dice with a friend of hers made up as 

Karpüraka, and how she won the game many a time and 

thereby enjoyed the bet of a close embrace of her friend, — 

allof which were delightfully looked at by Karpüraka 

himself from a hiding place (v. 12). Next Candanaka asks 

why Karpüraka was shedding tears continuously. Now it 

was the thought about Vilasavati who, set aside her 

love-anger, and self-effacingly offered herself completely to 

him (vv. 13-14). 


After this series of reminiscent pictures the mood 
changes. The next set of  inciden:s describes 
Karpüraka wreaking vengeance on his rivals Майјігака and 
Haradatta by impersonating Nipunaka and carrying false 
errands to Майјїгака and Candrasená. Still not meeting 
with success and having lost all wealth in gambling,

Karptraka appears before M nibhadra in a despondent | 
mood coupled with anger (vv. 14-6). By such varying | 
moods and situations coming in quick succession, by | 
completely avoiding descriptions of any sort and by | 
presenting the story with gripping interest, this shortest | 
available bhàna affords much scope for action. | 
| 


We may now note in retrospect the highlights of К C, 
as arising from the critical analysis of the bhàna from | 
different aspects. They are— । 


I. It is the earliest bhàna in which— 


a. the Prastivanà is in Sanskrit and Prakrt and the 
Siitradhara converses eff stage (àákasabhàsana) with 
his assistant imaginarily; and, 


b. the technicalities of Kavyasamhara and Piagusti are 
used in the Bharatavàkya. | 
Н. It is the only available bhana in which— 


a. a major theme runs through continually with no 
scope for any extraneous incicent or criticism of 
men and matters ; 


b. the vitas own experiences are narrated (àumónu- 
bhüta$amsana of Bharata’s Natyagistra) asa single 
continued theme; 1 


c. the incidents narrated are completed in about two 
or three days; 


d. four Lasyangas are used appropriately and success- 
fully; 


e. there are only two other Vitas, Candanaka and 
Virodhaka, in off-stage conversation wi'h the chief 
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Vita, namely Karpüraka; also both Candanaka and 
Virodhaka are intimately associated with the main 
incidents as Karpüraka himself is; and, 


f. PiBkrt is used profusely and appropriately. 


III. It is the shortest (in 34 verses and intervening prose 
passages) and the best bhapa in its presentational 
aspects. 


LITERARY STYLE OF VATSARAJA 


Enough has been said about Vatsarája's abilities to 
compose а high class Bhana that is unique in form and 
content. His literary merits are also considerable, 
although he cannot be considered on par with great drama- 
tists like Kalidasa, Bhavabhüti and Sri Harga. However 
it should be remembered that a composition of the type 
of K.C need not or should not be in the highly classical 
literary style of writers like Kalidisa or Bhavabhiti. So 
it must be said to the credit of Vatsaraja that his style is 
quite in keeping with the gay life of lowly characters like 
Vitas, gamblers and courtesans who usually figure in 
bhanas like К.С. His expressions are mostly simple, 
smooth and effortless. And he does rise to some lofty 
heights at the necessary contexts. In the Introduction 
to the Ripakasatka in the G.O.S. ed. the Editor says — 
“The style of the author is easy, forcible and graceful. id It 
contains neither very long compounds nor jaw-breaking 


words" (p. vi). As this statement generally refers 10 all 
the six works of Vatsaraja, it will be useful to study К.С. 


alone now in a literary perspective. 
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Metres | 


In this small bhána containing 34 verses the author 
has used as many as nine types of metres and all of them | 
are quite common and well known.

Like all Sanskrit poets Vatsa dja too has great reverence | 
for poets like Valmiki and Kalidasa. This is evident from 
his citing the verse from the Ramayana, देशे देशे कलत्राणि 
etc., in the suitable context of Karpüraka impersonat.ng 
Nipunaka and crying out for his lost brother Caturaka 
(p. 38).27 Again, the description of Vilasavati playing on |

Generally Vatsarája's dialogues are short, simple and 
effective and hence dramatic. But occasionally he uses 
some descriptive, undramatic long compounds. For 
example :

In the midst of such verbose expressions appear also 
a few simple and meaningful verses as welcome alterna- 
tives. For example, the pompous description of the 
utterly impoverished Karpüraka (v. 24) cited above is 
followed immediately by a simple glorificatory verse on 
Manibhadra.

the twin aspects of gold. In this connection, he uses the 
two terms ‘Jataripa’ and ‘Kanaka’ significantly, It is 
‘Jātarūpa’ due to its unchanging and helpful nature; the 
same gold becomes *Kanaka' when it glitters pretentiously 
in the hands of persons who acquire and spend it through 
foul means. 


Again, wherever necessary and appropriate Vatsaraja 
does introduce with effect, lofty ideas through proper 
expressions. Such contexts are for example—Karpüraka's 
reminiscences about Vilasavati (vv. 9, 14 etc.) and Candra- 
Senà's delight on receiving a necklace from Haradatta 
(v. 23). 


In a few contexts the author uses some words in the 
purely etymological / obscure meaning. For example - 
"Vinidrayati' (v. 25) in the sense of ‘offering’; ‘Uccaritam’ 
(28/29, p. 40), meaning *taking up” or “snatching away. 
Yet in some other contexts the construction is somewhat 
clumsy or ambiguous. They are- VY. 16b, 19a, 27/28 
(p. 36). The problems in these cases have been indicated 


in my notes in the present text. 


Literary and mythological allusions are found scattered 


in the text. In the Prastavana itself the story of Vararuci’s 
as also 


wandering in the Vindhya forests among goblins, : 
the stories about Vispu's deep slumber on the ocean's lap, 
Indra and Kubera hiding their riches etc., are mentioned. 
In order to impress upon the audience that even the gods 
were not exempt from fraudulent deeds the author refers 
to the way in which Rama killed Vali, ४३9० slayed Bali 
and Indra misbehaved with Ahalya (v. 7).

Vatsaraja’s capacity to turn out simple figures of 
speech without much strain are evident throughout the 
bhana. Similes (Upama) and Metaphors (Rüpaka) are the 
major figures used; more often they involve double meaning 
(Slesa). A 86६8 favourite with the author is the word | 
*Karpüra' that refers to the ‘hero’ and ‘camphor.’ Verses | 
11, 13, 20 etc., may be seen in this connection. У. 16 uses 
a series of Similes worked out well and in a simple way. 


Vatsaraja has also used Metaphor purposefully in 
verses 18 and 23. Verse 4 is noteworthy for the author's 
skill in using a series of Metaphor to bring out the chief 
characters and their involvement in the main theme: 
Technically this figure is called Mudra. 


In verse 27 there is a beautiful naturalistic description 
(Svabhavokti) of the night when the youth were enjoying | 
themselves freely in the company of women and wine. |

THE TEXT OF KARPURACARITA 


The K.C. as printed in the G.O.S. ed. was prepared 
from two palm leaf manuscripts in a codex of Vatsaraja’s 
six dramas (rüpakasatka). This was used in our study and 
edition; and at present no other manuscript of K.C. is 
available. In the main the G.O.S. text is free from textual 
problems. However, in the course of the present study 
it was found that four places in the text required small 
correction/emendation. They are :—

According to the Editor in the С 0.5. ed. (Intro- 
duction p. x) the original manuscripts did not contain 
the Sanskrit Chaya and it is not known who was responsible 
for it in the G O.S. ed.
